in  the cloak-rooms. It is a common
gaying that no vote in Congress is ever changed
by o speech, It wonld be more correct to say
that even the ablest and most patriotie of our
politieal leaders rarely attempt the application
to politieal undertakings of those forces which
in past years played so important a part in the
regulation of all free States. TP it is not ex-
actly true that the arts of argument and per-
suasion have been abandoned and replaced by
chicanery, intrigne, and trafile, it is true that
the contests of parties are no longer condueted
in the arena of public debate, but settled, to
all intents and purposes, behind the elosed
doors of commitice-rooms or in the seercey of
tho canens, It goes without saying that such
a chanege must be of vast injury to the Gov-
ernment 3 that it facititates the introduction of
bice praetices and nnworthy intduences ; that
it impairs the proper effect of public opmion ;
andl that it brings to the front of affaird not
the strongest intelects, and the loftiest clinr-
acters, bt the men who are most adroit in
playing upon the passions and  weaknesses of
their follows, and the most fertile in tricks and

ensation, might have more influence than the
Cabinet officer who is now compelled to prime
some member to do his talking for him, and
lobbies for his budget in a shamefaced way,
lost the presence of the head of a Department
should give rise to seandal, and insinuations
of * Executive influence;” but he wounld still
be n epeaker without a vote. The Cabinet
officer  who should The required to at-
tend  twice a week in the Honse to
answer questions, might be a trifle less
independent  than the Cabiuet oflicer who

It was the investiza-
tion of the charge that Secretary Floyd wns
sending arms into the South for the use of the
seceding States, while still remaining in Mr.
Buchanaw's Cabinet. Al the machinery of in-
vestigation was used,  precions weeks were
wasted, anid nothing was found out. As Mr
Pendleton said, if that Seeretary had stood
upon the floor of the Tonae, ** subject to infoy-
“rogntories for five minutes,” the truth would
have been disepvered,

A rale, Cabinet Ministers wonld donbtleas
he zlad to avail themselves of this privilege,
1t wonld enable them to urge their views as
uo one clse conld urge them ; it wonld enable
them to silence slander and efpose misrepre-
centation. On the other hand, it would give
members of Congress opportunities for  the
constant exercise of that vigilanee which is
their highest doty.

Among them are the invention of the
spoctrpscope, with the discoverics reaching from
carth to inconecivably distant fixed stars, which
have fultowed in its train g the determination of the
laws of the correlation of forces and the conser-
vation of energy, which sucecedod  the discovery
that heat is only @ mode of wotion, and ereated new
coneeptions of the whole univesie as to its pasr,
present and future 3 the preparation of the aniline
colors, which has furmnishod an infinite nnmber of
iridiseent atd varyiog lues : the eowposition. from
A ? arcame snbstances, by
which false notiong aliout \il;li foree (wWhich bhad
Iwen aceonnted hall-nilraculons) have been over-
thrown ; the discovery of the satellites of Mars,
which round out and nearly complete the picture of
the solir system ; the invention of the teleplione
and the plivnograph, whieh enable ns on the one
hanl to transtit oy voices to great distances, or on
the other, to preserve our wlteranees for indefinite
perioids, so that the speech of to-day may be sel
aside wid hoard again at any time in the fulnre,

To this wonderinl recond o new elapter is now to
be b, Within a very few weeks, two European
investigitors have suecceded m condensing to a
liguid form all the gases that bad Litherto detio
sieh effort,  In the early part of this eentury, when
cortiain gases wers lgnetied by Faraday and other
pxperimenters, the fucts excited general terost, as
giving n elew to the real constitutlon of matter.
The new experbments were widely tried, and in por-
forming them at Paris, in a public lecture, an ex-
plosion occnreed which Killed one of the opefating
wssistants, Then, for more than half a century,
discovery in this line was  almost suspended,
Sevorsl guses, such as nitrie oxide, acetylone, nitro-
gon, oxygen and  hydrogen, ahsolutely withstood alt
attempts, Within a few weeks, the componnd gases
nammed, apd some others, have hoen lignefied.  Next,
oxvien yVielded to pressure and cold ; an event of
sufficient importance to be telegraplicd by Professor
I'vwdall to dhe London Times, and to be annonnesd
at seientific eontres all over the world, Of this, a
detailed aceount was given in the column of Scienee
for the People, by Tuv Trinvxe. Now comes the
announcement that the remaiming goses have unider-
